NEW HANGAR NEEDED 
Edmonton rate-payers are to be asked to 
approve the spending of $35,000 in building a 
new hangar at the air port; unless it is found 
the money can be spared from current revenue. 
That they will sanction the expenditure if a 
bylaw is submitted may be assumed with some 
confidence. Recent developments and prospec- 
tive developments: have confirmed beyond any 
doubt that Edmonton occupies a strategic posi- 
tion in relation to air transport, an advantage 
which can only be turned to the best account if 
provision is made to “ccommodate the traffic 
ahead of time rather than behind time. The 
extra housing space now proposed is required 
as a present rather than a future facility, and 
it would be a mistake to not provide it. 

The city has already made a considerable 
expenditure, in land and cash, at the air field. 
For this it has received indirect but very real 
value. Edmonton is the chief “jumping off 
place,” and the chief point of s-rival, for north- 
ern air traffic. But it is not the only one. Prince 
Albert is very definitely in the field as a rival 
If this city is to hold the position it has gained, 
and which it is well situated to hold, it cannot 
afford to be niggardly when improvements at 
the field are actually required 


AN ARAB STILL 

Arabs in Palestine have shut up their shops 
and gone on a more or less general strike because

This decision to penalize themselves in pro- 
test against the attempt to apprehend the crim- 
inals is a martyrist pose. It strengthens the sus- 
picion that the murder was the outcome of a fer- 
reaching plot, and a variant in the campaign 
of terrorism by which the Arab leaders have 
sought to make it impossible to maintain law 
and order with justice in the Holy Land.

A REAL WAR | 

However the affair may end, it is evident the 
Japanese took on a larger contract than they 
supposed when they launched their new drive 
into China. Instead of the comic opera cam- 
peign in Manchuria, they now have e real war 
on hand. After two months’ fighting they heve 
not yet captured Shanghai, nor made enough 
progress to be certain they can capture it. Their 
only substantial gains have been in the northern 
provinces, where no serious attempt seems to 
have been made to check them. Their com- 
manders have borne testimony to the valor of the 
Chinese, saying they “fight to the last man.” Nor 
do the defenders seem to be wanting in training, 
engineering knowledge, generalship or equip- 
ment. 

It is difficult to imagine that in the final event 
the better war machine will not win if the fight- 
ing goes on to a conclusion, and Japan no doubt 
has the better machine. It has been in prepara- 
tion for fifty years. It has been tested in fierce 
conflict with European troops. The energies of 
the nation have been concentrated on perfecting 
it. Money in uncounted millions has been spent 
in maintaining, arming and drilling it. It is 
commanded by men who learned their art in the 
military and nava! schools of the world, and whe 
know the lessons of the great war by heart. Its 
naval branch is over-whelmingly superior, 
guaranteeing Japan against attack and keeping 
the sea open for the shipment of men and sup- 
plies to the fighting front. Its air force is one 
of the most formidable in the world 

Yet with all these advantages the machine 
hes not made the headway it was reasonable t 
expect. In the war with Russia, Marquis Oyama 
had a half-million men in his fighting lines 
There are half that many Japanese soldiers in 
China now, with the transports bringing fresh 
contingents daily. At the present rate of in- 
crease, Japan would have more men in the field 
by spring than it required to ous! the Russians 
from Korea and Manchuria. However \ ends, it 
is a real war. 


THE ALASKA-MEXICO HIGHWAY 
Vancouver having raised the question of 
transportation routes to the Yukon, it will be in 
order to point out to Premier King, President 
Koosevelt, and all other parties interested that 
the proper route for the Canadian section of the 
proposed Alaska-Mexico highway is along the 
@ast side of the Rocky Mountains, rather than 
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one following goat paths over crests and chasms 
and along valleys of that famous but formidable 
cordillera. It would cost only half as much to 
build the road across the plains of Alberta as to 
blast, bridge and tunnel a way through four or 
five hundred miles of the most difficult mountain 
country on the continent; while short side trips 
from the main highway would give touring 
motorists access to the finest mountain scenery 
in both Alberta and British Columbia—which is 
to say, in the world. 

As a further consideration, three hundred 
miles of highway along this eastern route have 
been already built, from the international boun- 
dary to Edmonton, while three hundred miles 
more are under construction from Edmonton to 
Peace River. This highway will in any event 
have to be extended to Ft. Vermilion and the 
farming country along the lower Peace, and in 
the logic of things will eventually be extended 
to Great Bear Lake and points down the Mac- 
kenzie, This highway extension through north- 
ern Alberta into the Territories will have to be 
made whether or not @ highway is built through 
British Columbia to the Yukon, and a westerly 
diversion from it through relatively easy coun- 
try would carry the highway system of the con- 
tinent into Dawson. 

This Alberta route would involve a minimum 
of construction, a minimum of mountain con- 
struction, and a minimum of cost. It would put 
Yukon and Alaska in direct connection with the 
central provinces and states. Because of the 
service given to mining and other interests else- 
where in the north, its use-value would be 
greater than that of a highway built through 
British Columbia to the Yukon for the accommo- 
dation of tourist traffic but leaving the rapidly 
developing areas in northern Alberta and the 
Northwest Territories untapped.

But now the highest commanding officers 
of the army announce that any idea of fighting 
future wars in the air is just so much theory. 
Planes, they say, cannot hold objectives, cannot 
clean out machine gun nests or snipers, cannot 
fly in bad weather and are harassed too greatly 
by anti-aircraft guns. 

There goes the last glorification, the final 
swagger of warfare. War is just muddy trenches 
and barbed wire and death in a shell hole—as it 
always was.—Vancouver Sun. 


MUSIC IN THE AIR 

Bagpipes have been officially recognized by 
the Air Council and pipe bands have been 
formed at English and Scottish R.A.F. stations, 
according to The London Morning Post. 

It is explained that the Air Council's musi- 
cal director set out to discover what type of 
music could be heard by flight -officers and 
men after long association with the roar of 
airplane engines, and as soon as the first drone 
of the pipes rose, a high officer sprang to his 
feet and shouted “Contact!”

If you are an out of work blacksmith, circus 
barker or mail order salesman, don’t overlook 
the chances of fortune in the business of being 
a cancer “specialist.”

gether with a bond issue of $10,000,000, provided 
the money. The original interests tuok the 
money and the Company accepted the increased 
liabilities. In addition, the loading up of the 
Company's liabilities deprived the State of its 
customary quarter million or so of income taxes. | 

According to the evidence at the Enquiry, the | 
Company paid dividends from the year 1903 
until 1916 (with the exception of one year when 
only 2 per cent was paid) at annual rates of 
from 5 to 9 per cent. From 1917 to 1924 (with the 
exception of 1921 when only 7% per cent was 
paid) it paid annual dividends of 10 to 11% per 
cent. There was also a stock dividend in addi- 
tion to dividends paid in cash. Over and above 
all this was the $15,000,000 withdrawn by the 
original Flavelle, Fudger, Cox group in the 
years 1925 and 1929. 

Here is an interesting excerpt from the Com- 
mittee Evidence (page 2800) when Mr. Lsley 
was cross-examining Mr. Adamson, one of the 
officers of the Company.

“Dear John: Break to your friend 
Wynward the news of the death of 
his favorite brother.”
